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(57) Abstract: An air-bag is disclosed which is formed from fabric (12, 13) and has an inflatable region (I), and at least one pro- 
truding mounting tab (9). The or each mounting tab (9) is formed from fabric woven to have a random or quasi-random, distribution 
of floats. In a preferred embodiment, the floats each pass over between two and eight underlying yarns. 
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
